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Heart -Rending Stories Of 
Happenings Behind Iron Curtain 


One of the most heart-rending 
stories coming from behind the ron 
Cuftain is the plight of those seek- 
ing to get out. In this article Ed- 
mund Stevens — veteran Moscow 
comrespondent of The Christian 
Science Monitor—-now writing from 
Berlin—<lescribes the sad case of 
the Russian-born women who mar- 
ied. foreigners and were denied the 
right to leave their conntry with 
their husbands. 


A current Moscow. anecdote cot 
cerns Ivan Petrovich who is #nt 
abroad on “Kakmandirovka™ (offi- 
cial business assignment), rom 
Warsaw. his first stop, he wares the 
home office: “Long live Poland, free 


and independent.” Next, from 
Prague, he wires “Long live 
Czechoslovakia. free and inderpes 
dent!” 

The cables are repeated in. the 


game vein as Petrovich journeys to 
Romani, Bulgaria, Hungary, and 
other satellite countries. Then, after 
a period of silence, comes a message 
from Switzerland that reads: “Long 
live Petrovich, free and indepen 
dent!” That's the last Moscow hears 
of this particular Ivan, according to 
the anecdote, 

To Soviet wives of joreigiiers, ths 
ing for years to join their husbands 
abroad. to husbands struggling to 
free wives and children whom the 
Soviews claim, this story has tragi 
poignancy beyond all humor, To 
them the Iron Curtain is no abstract 
Churchillian metaphor, but some- 
thing very hard and impenetrable. 

Let the record tell the story. It 
includes the names of some 350 
Soviet wives of American citizens 
who have seught permission to leave 
the country in the past nine years. 
Of these, 15 women married former 
members of the American Embassy 
staff in Moscow. Ninety-seven ot 
the others are wives of United 
States veterans, 

Apart from the embassy cases, 
the great majority are from former 
eastern Poland, the Baltic states, 
Ruthenia, or Bessarabia, and were 
matried before 1939—that is to say, 
before these territories were annex- 
ed by the Soviets and Soviet citizen- 
ship automatically were conferred 
ov all the inhabitants 

‘ ‘ ‘ 

"As the Soviet Union néver has 
admitted the right of expatriation, 
the rule is that Soviet citizens are 
permitted to go abroad only in the 
interests of the government. Per- 
sonal reasons, however ‘compelling, 
cut no ice with the MVD (secret 
police) officials who pass on exit 
visa applications. 

Nevertheless, up until a few years 
one or. two Soviet wives of 
American citizens were let out every 
year, But since August, 1946, even 
this tiny trickle has been cut off. 

ih another move in this direction, 
on Feb. 18, 1947, the Soviet Gov- 
erninent issued a decree prohibiting 
Soviet citizens from marrying for- 
eigners, This grotesque attempt to 
legislate affairs of the heart is not 
something the Soviet leaders are 
proud of or care to advertise, for the 
announcement wa buried in the 
columns of the Official Journal ot 
the Supreme Soviet, something few 
persons ever fead, 

To my knowledge, the decree 
never has been published or re- 
ferred to in the Soviet press at large.

their first reaction was one of utter 
incredulity, When correspondents 
iried to send the story abroad it was 
killed by the censor. 

What makes this law especially 
brutal i4 the apparent intent to ap 
fiy retroactively

starving.” 

After a pause to let this dire warn- 
ing sink in, he adds: “Besides, you 
as a Russian will be under suspi- 
cion everywhere. The Un-American 
Activities Committee will be after 
you. You won't have a moment's 
peace. And remember, if you &0, 
it’s for good. Never again can you 
set foot on your homeland.” 

Another pause, dur.ng which the 
official thumbs through her file. 
When he resumes talking, his kind- 
ly tone has stecled slightly: “Cit- 
iveness, it may take a long’ tune to 
get your exit permit—a long time.” 
(Outright re-usals are mot in .ac- 
cord with usual Soviet practice.) 

Then, in a more persuasive note. 
“You are young, attractive. Is it 
really worth wasting the best years 
of your life for the sake of a for- 
eigner? Is he really wor.h it? What's 
wrong with our Soviet fellows? 
Look around you!” 

Next, with a wrathful crescendo 
rising to thundering climax: | 
cannot understand how you, who 
claim to be a loyal Soviet citizen, 
can be prepared to renounce your 
birthright, to desert the socialist 
motherland that raised and educated 
you, for an American!” 

If, at this point, the victim shows 
obvious signs o; mental angu:sh, the 
inquisitor suddenly relents: “Here. 
here, Citizeness, I did not wish to 
hurt your feelings. I simply was 
trying to help you with sound ad- 
vice—not as an official but as an 
older fellow countryman. Go home 
athink it over.”

RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
THE NEWSPAPER 
ANQ. ADVERTISER 


The relationship between the news 
paper and its advertisers is as im- 


_|vortant to the newspaper readers as 


it is to the publisher. Newspapers are 


sometimes unfairly accused of being | 


subservient to the advertisers who 
provide the revenue upon which the 
newspaper exists. This erroneous im- 
pression has been gathered because 
the average person knows that the 
newspaper must have advertising: to 
exist, and therefore if he happens to 
be of a suspicious turn of mind, he 
concludes that the advertiser must 
set the policy of the newspaper. 

Not only is such a suggestion un- 
true, but it is unfair both to the 
Prac- 
tically every publisher will tell pou 
that few merchants ever attempt to 
dictate the policy of a newspaper. 
They may express opposition to some 
stand the newspaper has taken, but 
few would go so far as to threaten 
the newspaper with withdrawal of 
business, if that policy was not 
changed to conform with the wishes 
of the advertiser. The successful mer- 
chant is usually successful because 
he is an honorable man, and few 
would stoop to the level of threaten- 
ing a newspaper because its publish- 
er had different ideas on a given 
question than the advertiser. 

The relationship between the ad- 
vertiser and the newspaper is similar 
to that which exists between a mer- 
chant and his customer{ The adver- 
tiser purchases space in the news- 
paper because he has a story to tell 
the readers of the paper. He uses ad- 
vertising as a legitimate means of 
drawing custom to his store. If the 
newspaper continues to provide the 
service required and adequate returns 
for the investment the merchant con- 
tinues to advertise. That too is the 
relationship which exists between 
any other merchant and his custom- 
er. a long as the customer feels he 
is getting good value and service from 
the store, he continues to be a cus- 
tomer. When value and service cease 
he takes his trade elsewhere.

There bave been sev- 
wal instances just recently where 
atmers have gotten together and 
throwh a monkey wrench into the 
proposed lavish spending of their 
township council. Generally speak, 
ing, the farmer would lose a day's

in a tounicipal election. Now he 
has also reached the point where 
he is just as quick to call thos: 
same men to account if they fail to 
measure up to his expectations 
Yes, our men of the soil are mak- 
ing their voice heard in the land— 
throveh Farm . Forums, public 
mectings, letters to the press and 
an intelligent exchange of opinion 
with their fellowmen. Certainly, 
they are not sufficiently powerful 
to prevent a deprefsion if one is on 
its way, but they have become suf 
ficiently progressive and aggres- 
so that they will not be left 
holding the bag eritirely alone. If 
they bold one end, they'll want 
somone holding the other 
and they won't expect to hold 
indefinitely.

In that year Pope Bonitace 
VN proclaimed the first Holy

And Liked Them! 


In the remote hinterland of New 


a the larger is- 
lands of t uth Pacific, an el- 
derly English spiffft, is having 
the time of her life today, blazing 
a trail through unexplored jungle. 

Clad in sensible woollen stock- 
ings and kmickerbockers, 68 years- 
old Miss Evelyn Cheesman has be- 
gun another of her insect safaris, 
headed for an insect “lost world” 
lodged °5,000- feet up in- the dark 
and challenging mountains. 

When her superstitious native 
bearers tremble at the risk of en- 
countering devil-devils or falter at 
the prospect of meeting the primi- 
tive bushmen, she goes forward 
alone, just to rally their confidence 
by proving she is tambu, or deyil- 
proof, She has been treed by wild 
beasts, lost in the swamps, watch-* 
ed and followed by cannibals. Once, 
tien her native boys were too 
scared of ghosts to stay with her, 
she even slept in. the bush alone, 
comfortably curled beside the bra- 
zier she uses to trap eight-inch 
moths. 

Once. as 


she was wading up a 
stream in the Cyclops Mountains 
of New Guinea, a torrential thund- 
erstorm turned the river-bed into 
a sudden tumbling flood. Half-: 
deafened by the noise of the water 
over the boulders, absorbed in the 
insects in the shallows, she did not 
hear the boys’ warning shout, and 
the force of the water-bore swept 
her from her feet. Narrowly miss- 
ing a rock, she caught at a loop 
of overhanging vegetation, climbed 
into it and clung there for hours. 

insect-hunting on the little 
known island of Waigeu, she re- 
cently spent months on a steaming 
mountainside in a hut sketchily 
built of tree branches and tarpatl- 
ins. The thunderstorms lasted fif- 
teen hours a day and every storm 
brought swarms of huge biting 
fies and midges, fighting for shel- 
ter, Characteristically she reported 
with enthusiasm that they included 
several types. 

No other woman—and few men 
—can have endured such consistent 
hardship, discomfort and danger 
for the sake gf strange beetles and 
buws, flies and fleas. 

In the library of the Royal En- 
tomological Society the experts 
speak of her with respect as a lead- 
ing woman scientist who has helped 
close some of the widest gaps of 
knowledge in mankind's ceaseless 
war on the predatory insect world. 

There was the time when, climb- 
ing on to a narrow ledge on a 
3,000-foot precipice, she found her- 
self face to face with a python. 
“It was a shock to us both,” she 
admits. Then she swiftly realized 
the baneful effects if her timorous 
bearers caught sight of the snake 
in a region‘ reputedly haunted by 
six-legged serpents. 

Kicking a piece of wood, she hit 
the snake on the_ head. It drew 
back sharply into the deepest 
shadows under a heap of ,faded 
branches. By that time her boys 
were beside her and sat innocently 
on the branches for a smoke. Every 
time she looked she could see*the 
bright shining eyes of the snake. 
“The boys laughed happily when 
they saw me smiling,” Miss Chees- 
man commented. “If only they had 
known!”

Erromanga, the natives prepared a 
feast in her honour, To her horror 
she found that the main dish con- 
sisted of black ' bats roasted in 
leaves. When she pleaded for 
tinned herrings instead, her hosts 
were so tearful that she changed 
her mind. “We saved the plumpest 
bats for you,” they explained. 

Miss Cheesman asked only that 
the bats should be beheaded and 
then summoned courage for the 
first “bite. It was quickly followed 
by surprise. “They were delicious,” 
she says. “Tender-fleshed with a 
game’ flavour like duck.” 

First White Woman Seen 

in Dutch New Guinea she ven- 
tured into regions where a white 
woman had never been seen. From 
the thatched inland villages the 
women flocked and asked her to 
let down her “grass” (her hair). 
Miss Cheesman cheerfully compliéd ~ 
—in return for the jewel-like beetles 
they wore as necklets, 

Strangely enough, Evelyn Chees- 
man had scarcely set foot out of 
Englatid before she was forty. She 
confesses that a youth spent im 
hard work and study had landed 
her high and dry as Curator of the 
Insect House at the London Zoo, 
Versed in the ways of everything 
that crawled, she learned to handle 
—and even milk—black wilow 
spiders and other horrors. Her big 
chance came at forty-three when 
she sailed as entomoogist with a 
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Gale Ladder

As a loyal subject, 
promising not to eat white men, 
Ringapat wanted to send his frying- 
pan to King George. Miss Chees- 
man persuaded him to part with 
an ancestral poisoned spear instead. 

Yet Miss Cheesman in turn re- 
ceived her own tribute om her last 
trip when she made a canoe jour- 
ney down the New Guinea coast 
into mandated territories. She was 
amazed at the crowds of natives. 

“They have come to see you,” 
her navigator beamed. “They have 
come to see the woman who walks 
in the jungle!”

The main thing to keep in mind 
yhen considering’ present problems of 
municipal government is that as 


free democratic structure. Bringing 
the problems of public affairs right 
to the doorstep of the common prople 
pioneering a new nation, introduc 
factors which our forefathers cher- 
ished, exercised and defended. Then, 
local autonomy was accepted as a 
sphere of education and citizenship 
in which individual aptitude opened 
the door to higher public ambitions. 
Service on municipal councils was 
considered an honor and a duty and 
“democracy” was held to be some- 
thing more than a mere phrase. 
Today we find great changes and 
many new problems facing the pre- 
sent generation in the administration 
of municipal government. The rapid 
pace of industrialization and trans- 
portation; the trend to decentraliz- 
ation; the public demand for more 
and more social services have all 
combined to throw new weights and 
stresses into the realm of local gov- 
ernment. At the same time we find a 
tendency among the younger genera- 
tion not only to bypass the study of 
government but to shy away from 
public office and the responsibilities 
and criticisms that go with it. 
Many of us are old enough to ‘recall 
the earnestness with which our fa- 


\thers tackled the problems of muni- 


cipal government. They literally 
threw themselves into local election 
contests, accepted authority, with- 
stood criticisms and carefully financ- 
ed the public works that mace the 
modern towns and cities we live in 
today. They viewed with a wary eye 
the paternalism of senior govern- 
ments. They held that true democ- 
racy required rigid adherence to the 
principle of untrammeled local auto- 
nomy. Va 

But the fast pace of modern living 
has brought vast changes which too 
many of us appear to accept with 
little study and with calm complac- 
ency. Municipal councils now accept 
and even demand more and more 
handouts from senior authority ‘to 
finance local needs.

address by Dr. H. A. Derby, Chier 
of Marketing and Merchandising of 
Dairy Products for the Dominion 
Departinent of Agriculture. Dr.

The College of Pharmacy is af-

ate. Many lectures

Located near the 
Gerrard and Church, 
storey College is in a one-twne 
“fashionable’ area which has be- 
come part of busy downtown Tor- 
onto. Students have a tight sched- 
ule of about 24 hours a week ot 
labs and lectures. In addition to 
studies during the academic year. 
students must work 18 months in 
a store or a plant as “interns” 
(usually during the summer 
months). After they graduate 
many will spend seven or eight 
years in retail stores before they 
ean afford to start in business for 
themselves. 

Women who graduated, from the 
College in 1906 are still among 
Canada’s 4,000 practising pharma- 
cists and 50 women are enrolled 
this year. In 1948 the first and 
second prize winners were women, 
something male graduates of that 
year would rather not discuss, 

The College is proud of its high 
standards. At most of the 69 ac- 
credited colleges of pharmacy to 
the United States, the entrance re- 
quirement is junior matriculation. 
In Ontario it is third class honours 
in senior matriculation. 

Students in pharmacy spend half 
their time in University buildings 
taking suoh subjects as ~potany, 
pharmacology, chemistry, physics, 
zoology and English. At ‘the Col- 
lege itself they take various courses 
in pharmacy, pharmaceutical chem- 
jstry and materia medica. The last

Priceless Tears 


Perhaps the greatest dollar-carn 
ing asset in the Empire is rubber, 
most of it from troubled Malaya, a 
British possession. ‘There the rubber 
trees weep to bring in 60 millios 
pounds worth of dollars a year. ‘ 

This most versatile and widely 
applied of all the earth’s natural 
products is’ indispensable to twen- 
tieth century civilization, and in a 
world plagued with shortages it 1s 
almost the only essential commodity 
of which there is an abundant sup- 
ply. One can hardly count its present 
uses, or set bounds to its possible 
future use, so fast.are we finding 
new ways of employing it. 

During the war alone, several hun- 
dred new ses) were discovered, 
ranging from “pliofilm,” which pro- 
tected aircraft engines sent to dis- 
tant battlefields, to conveyer belts 
now used by the mile in up-to-date 
mines, ; 

The United States uses well over 
a half of the whole world’s produc- 
tion, for natural rubber is one of the 
few commodities she has found it 
impossible to produce herself, 

The rubber plant is not a native of 
British Malaya. It came originally 
from the New World—one of the 
first products of America to be 
noted by explorers and one of the 
last to be exploited. 

Colutmbus himself, during his see 
ond visit there, was astonished to 
se native Indians amusing them- 
selves by playing with heavy black 
balls made from vegetable gum. in 
1740 a French scientist, Charles 
Marie de la Condamine, sent back 
sptcimens of this amazing “bouncing 
gum.” He called it “caoutchouc,” @ 
variation of the Indian name for 
“weeping tree,” and caoutchouc tt 
still remains in the French diction- 
ary 

Then in 1770 Joseph Priestley, an 
Eglish chemist invited attention to 
a- material which he found to be 
“excellently adapted to the purpose 
of wiping from paper the marks of 
a black-lead pencil.” 

Englishnven tried it.and promptly 
gave. it the name “eubber.”

Economically, the cow and the 
bull are the two most valuable ani- 
mals in India. The cow furnishes 
milk and all its by-products. Farm- 
ers the bull to plow the 
land. India, therefore, depends en- 
tirely on the cow for its food supply 
and so treats the cow with a rever- 
ence due ‘to the mother who. pro- 
vides food for her children. In fact, 
the often called’ ‘mother 
cow.” : 

However, the idea of reverence 
has in some cases been carried too 
far, Temples have been built for the 
worship of the cow. Many religious 
ceremonies include the feeding of 
the “cow as one of the important 
items of the ritual. Hindu women 
often start their day by feeding the 
cow. Any stray cow is welcome in 
their back yards.

Reverence is one way of protecting 
the animal from physical harm by 
men who might kill it for meat.

The only real offense against’ the 
cow is killing it for food or for 
anything. In some parts of India 
the penalty for killing a cow, even 
by accident, is a. few years in jail.

long. The population of the cows, 
as of people, has increased immen- 
s¢ly in India. Not enough fodder is 
grown.

TWO SIDNEY TWP. 
FARMERS KILLED 

IN MIDNIGHT CRASH 


Two young Sidney Township farm- 
ers met instant death early Saturday 
morning when the car in which they 
were riding crashed into an east- 
bound Canadian National Railways 
passenger train at the Geddes Street 
crossing in the north end of Belle- 
ville. 

Dead are Albert Wright, 35, 
Gerald Reid, 41, both married men 
with families. They lived on the 4th 
Concession of Sidney Township about 
six miles northwest of Belleville. 

The two men, riding in a late model 
sedan, were proceeding south on 
Geddes Street, when they apparently 
failed to see the approaching train 
until too late and their car crashed 
into the second car back from the 
engine. The midnight passenger —

Does Fine Work 


During the first elevea months of 
1949, nearly 400 motor accident vic- 


tims were treated for injuries of 


Varying degrees by St. Foho Ambu 

lance personnel at highway first aid) 
poste throughout Ontario. In addt- 
tion another several hyudred, also 
injured im motoring mishaps were 
given firet aid treafment by traincd 
personnel in two ambulances which 
are maintained on Ontario's high- 
ways for thie purpose by the Asso- 
giation, 

This worthwhile program of high- 
way firat aid was instituted by the 
%t. John Ambulance back in 1927. 
Today there are 67 highway first aid 
poste dotted along the highways of 
thie province at carefully selected 
points, These highway posts are now 
jointly maintained by the Ontario 
Motor League, the Canadian Red 
Cross and the St. John Ambulance. 

These organizations also jointly 
maintain ambulance patrols on these 
same highways, from April to Dec- 
ember each year. These ambulances 
are manned by trained St, Jolhe 
Ambulance first aiders, who fre- 
quently are senior medical students. 
In addition to. helping victims of 
traffic accidents, these patrols in- 
spect the highway first aid posts, 
replenish the first aid equipment and 
supplies at these posts and conduct 
first aid training for residents of 
local areas a 

This is just one phase of an ex- 
tensive program carried’ on by the 


-$t. John Ambulance for the welfare 


of the Canadian public. Other ac- 
tivities include training and service 
in first aid and home nursing, blood 
grouping, child welfare, public duty 
and training of the St. John Cadets 
in secondary schools. All of these 
services are given voluntarily and 
without remuneration. 

The work of the St. John Am- 
bulance is financed solely by pyblic 
subscription and the 1950 annual 
appeal for funds will be conducted 
in ntario from February 6 to 25,

On Friday night last Cooper Com- 

munity Centre Arena was officially 
opened by Roscoe Robson, M.P.P., 
who lauded the citizens of Cooper and 
particularly Gibson Bailey for their 
excellent community effort in erect- 
ing a rink of such fine calibre. “Your 
effort of community spirit is second 
to none in Hastings County or in the 
province,” he said. The will to build 
the rink had to be unanimous as no 
one or two men could arouse suffic- 
ient interest to get the job done. He 
paid tribute to Gibson Bailey, in par- 
ticular. Every community cannot 
have a man like Gibson Bailey, who 
has the ability to supervise the build- 
ing of such a structure and who 
would give so freely of his time. He 
warned that although your rink is 
now completed, you must continue 
your interest as there will be’ main- 
tenance and other expenses as the 
years go by. Your hockey team will 
need financial, as well as moral sup- 
port. . 
Jack Kincaid, Reeve of Madoc Vil- 
lage, was master-of-cermonies, and 
brought greetings from the citizens 
of Madoc. Other speakers included 
ex-Warden S. A. McCarey, of Tweed, 
and Fred Moorcroft, Reeve of Madoc 
Township, who welcomed the visitors 
present and introduced Clarke T. Rol- 
lins, Warden of Hastings County for 
1950. 

Warden Rollins said it was an hon- 
or to represent the County of Hast- 
ings at the opening of the Cooper 
Arena. He recalled the hospitality of 
the Cooper people when he played 
ball with Coe Hill against Cooper. He 
stated that the building of the Cooper 
Arena would encourage other places 
to build similar community centres. 

Mr. Gibson Bailey was honored 
when he was called to the centre of 
the Arena and presented with a watch 
and signet ring in appreciation of his 
efforts in supervising the building of 


the rink. The presentation was made; 


or’ behalf of the community by two 
little girls, Beverly Graham and Bess 
Chapman. 

Mr. Bailey, in reply, thanked those 
responsible for the gifts and stated 
that the co-operative effort in build- 
ing the rink was a carry-over from 
the spirit of the pioneers, who had 
settled in the district 90 years ago. 

The rink, which had a perfect sheet 
of ice, 174 feet long was tastefully 
decorated for the occasion with red, 
white and blue streamers. The pro- 
gram included a 45-minute perform- 
ance by the Quinte Skating Club, of 
Belleville, two periods of hockey be- 
tween the Cooper and Queensboro 
hockey teams, followed by a moces- 
sin dance, which lasted until the early 
hours of the morning. 

The covered rink, which would be 
a credit to any town many times the 
size of Cooper, is valued at $22,000 
and is 187 by 82 feet. It has four 
dressing rooms, box office and re- 
freshment booth situated on a large 
balcony 16 feet by 80 feet. The rink 
is flooded by the use of a water pres- 
sure system and an abundance of wa- 
ter is obtained from a nearby well. 

The idea of building the rink was 
conceived last winter, when the 


people of Cooper wanted to see their 


hockey team play at home. Gibson 
Bailey estimated the cost of the rink 
and a meeting was called which was 
attended by representatives of prac- 
tically every family in the district. 
Mr. Bailey said that if everyone pre- 
sent would put up one hundred dol- 
lars each they would go ahead with | 
plans for a rink. By the time the | 


meeting was over $2,000.00 had been 


pledged. A sign was put up in the 
village store, stating their plans and 
another $1,000.00 had been contrib- 
uted. A grant of $500.00 was obtain- 
ed from the County and $300 from 
ithe Township of Madoc.

find their way home by instinct—~ 
and that is more than anyone could 
do with a car! Our faithful team 
came home all right and I heard 
them stop at the back door. But 
when I looked out I found Partner 
huddled on the floor of the sleigh, 
his back to the storm, and in a 
semi-conscious condition. It was 
well he had no further to go. But 
it was not always stormy weather. 
One remembers things like driving 
home from a patty on a still, frosty 
night, with the Northern Lights 
hanging a fringe of coloured strea- 
mers across a cloudless sky. At 
such times one hardly dared to 
breathe, it was so beautiful—like 
a winter fairyland.

Of the few world territories 
which still remain largely unex- 
plored, Arnhem Land holds prior 
place because of its exciting scien- 
tific possibilities. 

Entry Forbidden 


Turned into a giant aboriginal 
reserve by the Australian Common- 
wealth many years ago, it was 
forbidden for any to enter this 
country except missionaries and a 
few officials. Thus, it has remained 
“unknown territory” except for 
some brief mapping flights by air- 
eraft. : 

Many questions puzzed the scien- 
tists. Why, for instance, are the 
aborigines’ as primitive today as 
their ancestors of thousands of 
years ago? It has been scientifically 
accepted that the aborigines knew 
how to build only the most edemen- 
tary ‘kind of shelter as a home, 
so how can one explain the ruins 
of a city observed from the air 
in an arid part of Arnhem Land? 
And was it true that the story of 
a thousand years of aboriginal life 
was contained in countless fan- 
tastic patterns made of string? 

One day the natural history ex- 
perts of the party, keefi to collect 
as many specimens as possible, hit 
mpon the ingenious idea of form- 
ing a “cockroach committee” of 
aboriginal women and_ children. 
With the aid of their native help- 
ers, the experts showed them what 
was expected of them. The follow- 
ing day they were confronted with 
the staggering spectacle of num- 
erous aboriginals holding in their 
bare hands hundreds of live insects 
—ante, termites, beetles and the 
larvae of butterflies, moths, flies, 
wasps and native bectles! 

Payment was made in sweets 
and tobacco, and these two induce- 
ments brought more handfuls of 
epecimens each morning and after- 
noon. Among them was a spider 
known as the “St. Andrew's Cross,” 
because it fashions its web in the 
shape of a cross. Snakes and liz- 
ards were also abundant. Some 
dangerous, but al! handled with 
ekill by the natives. 

In mid-summer 1948 the expe- 
dition ‘moved to its second base,

mammals, many of the mbelieved to 
be hitherto unknown. Dr. Robert 
Miller, one of the experts on fishes, 
collected 350 different species in 
a single day off Kirrkala Reef— 
a “fishy” tale which for ‘once is 
unquestionably’ authentic! 

“The men natives went turtle 
hunting on one occasion, but with- 
out success. However, turtle eggs 
were quite a common item in camp 
diet. These were eaten raw, boiled 
in water, or cooked in the hot 
sand, The women’s catch varied. 
Often when the low tides occured 
early in the morning, they would 
go for shell-fish, stingrays, and oy- 
sters—these were eaten for break- 
fast.” The women often walked 
six to eight mies a day in search 
of food. Near the camp were a few 
cycad palms, the nut of which 1s 
the main vegetable -food in many 
parts of Arnhem Land during the 
latter part of the dry season. These 
nuts have to be soaked for three 
or more days in running water, and 
they are then cooked in paper-bark 
packages, or are ground to flour- 
like powder and cooked like damper 
(unleavened bread made of flour, 
water, and sometimes salt). 

It was the Avstralian anthropolo- 
gist Fred McCarthy who had the 
good fortime to come across some 
extraordinarily interesting “string- 
patterns”. These can be compared 
with carved murals or bas relief 
drawings ‘which—in the Mediter- 
ranean area as well as elsewhere 
—have revealed a great deal of the 
ancient history of different races.

Just Like Velvet 


ne 


Is there a halfway vehicle pos- 
sible between airplane and train— 
a kind of winged centaur, as it 
were? 

The French nationalized railroads 
think they have developed such a 
creature in their rubber - tired 
streamliners. Hard-pressed Cana- 
dian and American railroads facing 
airplane competition may be iriter- 
ested. 

The French have attacked the 
problem in,a very logical place, the 
wheels. This might seem a much 
too simple approach in an age 
when complicated technicalities 
hold the floor. But when you get 
right down to it, the body of a 
car and the body of an airplane 
being so much the same, about 
the only place for change rests on 
the. supportirig surfaces and the 
driving power. 

In an airplane, some ‘noise is 
caused by the rush of air past the 
wings, but its often excessive noise 
and its vibrations come from the 
pane engines, Soundproof cabins 
with which many airlines equip 
their planes have helped some, but 
not too much, though the newest 
British-built jet planes are said to 
travel at high speed with no engine 
drone and virtually no vibration. 

In a train being hauled by & 
locomotive, there is no driving 
noise or vibration to transmit itself 
into the body of the carriage The 
only sound and vibration come 
from the support element, from the 
wheels running on the tracks. irgo, 
said the French, let’s attack the 
problem there. 

This they did by using pneumatic 
rubber-tired wheels, running dir- 
ectly on the rails, with @ metal 
flange to keep them on the track. 

An ordinary railroad car would 
be too heavy to put on rubber tires, 
so the French designed a light- 
weight modern type of streamline 
train, with carriages weighing 14 
tons instead of the usual 40 tons. 
Even this weight caused for wide 
distribution in using pneumatic 
tires, so there are 20 wheels to 
take it. These are divided into two 
trucks, fore and aft, ef 10 wheels 
each, 5 on a side. 

A gauge indicates the pressure 
of each, and a failure of any one 
would not prevent the train from 
continuing to the next station, 
where the -wheels are always 
checked. 

To see one of these trains pull 
out of a@ station is an uncanny ex- 
perience. A great silver rod sud- 
denly slides past without the slight- 
est sound. The only thing you can 
ken it to is being in a motion- 
picture theatre where suddenly the 
sound track goes dead. 

Inside the train, the experience 
ia the same. You are moving be- 
fore you know it and you glance 
quickly to be sure that it ie ydur 
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train that is starting, and not the 
train-next to you pulling out in 
the opposite direction. The take- 
handled smoothly by the 
engineer and you ‘find yourself 
slipping through the rail yards and 
across switch joints without sound 
or vibration. 

Naturally, the level for conversa- 
tion is just like in your own home. 
It makes airplane and ordinary 
rail efforts to deaden sound seem 
feeble by comparison, So you slide 
along. in something that is as 
smooth as an airplane in perfect 
weather but much more silent and 
minus vibration. 

On bad stretches of track, be- 
cause France has not yet restored 
all its main lines to good cCondétion, 
you get bumps which rubber tires 
cannot eliminate. Otherwise, the 
tripsexceeds in silent comfort both 


ordinary air and_rail travel. The 
work the flanges have to do to 
keep the car on the rails is ap- 


parently very slight, because you 
cannot tracé any sound or feeling 
to that source. 

Naturally, this easy running ts 
translated into economy, and the 
cost of hauling this train is much 
cheaper than with the ordinary 
steel-treaded-wheel] cars. : 

As for speed, the 
bourg trip is 316% miles and, in- 
cluding two stops, it has been done 
for months now on a regular sched- 
vle of five hours. Here again the 
airplane gets competition because 
no time is lost in getting to and 
from airports. Considering the 
small time difference plus even 
smoother. and more silent travel, 
there is less reason now for tak- 
ing to the air. 

The rubber-wheeled train itself 
is completely modern, with beauti- 
ful fluorescent lighting. and all other 
appointments giving pnaximum 
comfort.

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MADOC KIWANIANS 
CELEBRATE 35th 
ANNIVERSARY OF 
KIWANIS INTERNATIONAL 


At the regular dinner meeting on 
Friday evening of last week members 
of the local Kiwanis Club celebrated 
the 35th Anniversary of Kiwanis In- 
ternational.

But in the Departiient of Agric- 
alture laboratories’ at Belteville, 
Frank H. Babers has one strain of 
house-flies that resist the action of 
DDT and five other chlorinated hy- 
édrocarbon chemleale in current veq 
jie lindane and chlordane.

Bo it is to be expected flies will 
become resistant to lindane and the 
ether chemicals now used. What 
will .we do then? Go back to the fly- 
ewatter? 


Those resistant flies were bred so 
entomologists could work toward 
new killers. And new killers are 
coming. Already they have been 
tested, and work fine on flies. It 
remains to determine their danger 
to people.

One thing will work for sure, En- 
tomologis@ at Tampa, Fla. who 
work with flies all agree on this. 
It is more important than chemical 
control.

What about other insect pests? 
Corn borers, wire-worms,  cut- 
worms, sweet clover weevils, and 
so on?

Maybe by that time something 
better will come along — a new 
chemical, a*resistant strain of corn, 


‘or a mechanical. method.

One new approach appeals to 
some entomologists fighting plant- 
eating bugs.. That is the use of 
brand-new chemicals that “translo- 
cate.” Now we put the bug killer on 
the plant. In the new method, you 
use a bug poison which. will be ab- 
sorbed into the plant. It can go 
into the roots or through the leaves. + 

Then it translocoates-——moves into 
the circulation system of the plant. , 
The bug takes a nip at the plant, 
or starts to bore into the stalk, and 
he gets a bellyful of poison. 

* * * 

But such a poison must not be 
harmful to animals or humans. That 
ie also one of the problems facing 
DDT and the chlorinated hydrocar- 
bons. 

Enough tests have been made so 
scientists can tell you about how 
much DDT, chlordane, lindane er 
toxaphene you will find in meat, 
milk or eggs if animals are-fed grain 
or roughage treated with a given 
amount of the chemical.

But no one can tell you what 
happens to humans who é¢at such 
meat, milk or eggs. 

» They know what happens to a 
rat's liver if the rat eats too much 
DDT. But no one knows what will 
happen to you or to kids that drink 
too much DDT in“milk. Nor when 
it will happen. Nor how much is too 
much. 

* * * 

There, the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has to operate solely 
on the best opinion that can be mus- 
tered in the industry—and on the 
thesis, “if it ain't naturally in an 
apple, it ain't good for you.” 

For example, many research men 
are loaded with DDT they have ab- 
sorbed. - Probably spray operators 
are, too. Find a plump research 
chemist who has worked with DDT 
a lot, Gently slice a slab of fatty tie- 
sue from him, analyze it, and you 
will find DDT.

That gives sou a rough idea of the 
oroblems facing entomologists. 
Chemicals have become vital to con- 
tinued food production in many 
cases. Theee research mien have to 
figure out something that will kill 
the bugs and stil] not hurt the 
people. And jit must be low in cost 
easy to use. It's some job!

The three that Gene goes on to 
cite are Johnson’s tilts with Tommy 
Burns, Stanley Ketchel 
Jeffries, pointing out that the first 
two were much too small to be 
real contenders, and that Jim Jeff- 
ries was a mere shell of his former 
self, But Tunney forgets to men- 
tion that in those three engage- 
ments, in fact in-practically every 
fight he ever had, Jack Johnson 
was in effect fighting in hand- 
cuffs. Because of his color/* and 
because of his ont-of-the-ring an- 
tics, feeling against Jack Johnson 
ran so high that there are those 
who believe that néver once, in all 
his career, did he dare to—or bother 
to—cut loose with everything he 
had.

“You don't have to take my word 
word for this apparently arbitrary 
dismissal of battlers whose names 
we were brought up to revere,” 
continues brother Tunney. “And 
you don’t even have to qompare 
written records or refer to excellent 
treatises on the subject. Television 
has settled the argument definitely. 
Recently the coaxial cable moguls 
have disinterred ancient films show- 
ing every great fight since Jeffries 
surprised the world by kayoing Bob 
Fitzsimmons.. These flickers, in- 
atead of supplying thrills and ex- 
citement, sent specta’ ors into con- 
vulsions. They howled at the ridicu- 
jous-looking. pork-and-beaner stan- 
ces, the windmill swings and Don- 
ald Duck footwork, not to mention 
the beefy spare tires flopping over 
their trunks.

George Cooper, The Creator 


In a wing of University College, 
glose by the Soldiers’ Tower and 
looking out on the Hoskin Avenue 
playing field, is a quiet old-fashioned 
workshop. In the workshop for 30 
years (and on the staff of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto for 41) was quiet, 
eompetent George C. Cooper. 

George Cooper spent his entire 
time building or fixing up different 
kinds of apparatus. He put together 
from scratch such varied items as 
anowplows and rat mazes. He made 
twenty electric clocks, before such 
were on the market, ' 

George Cooper's official title was 
technician.” The words “technician” 
and “mechanician” are used inter- 
ghangeably to apply to men whose 
jab it is to turn out équipment for 
etudent labaratory use oF for re- 
search or just for the maintenance 
of University property. Usually the 
objects are modelled on, a sketch 
by a professor. They are the kind 
of object that can’t be purchased 
anywhere. Their fabrication requires 
ingenuity, and the ability of some- 
one who is an inventor every day 
of his life =, 

Two major qualifications made 
George Cooper an outstanding tech- 
nician, First was his training. He 
served his apprenticeship in a small 


‘shop in Gravenhurst, Ontario, where 


he started by sweeping floors and 
helping the blacksmith. Gradually 
he started working in the machine 
gor and the general repair shop. 

e was there for three years. 

The ‘second qualification was & 
natural creative ability. 

During his firet eleven years at 
the University, George Cooper was 
attached to the general maintenance 
gtaff, He fixed potato peelers and ice 
cream machines. He did innumer- 
able jobs for members of the aca- 
demic staff, Dr. C. A. Chant, then 
head of astrophysics, wanted a min- 
jature set of planets to show rela- 
tive sizes, Cooper made them and 
mounted them (“the earth was & 
little wee thing”). He also made a 
24-inch celestial globe of brass wire, 
a complicated affair. ! 

He made the first snowplow used 
on University grounds, Year after 
year it was put to work bucking 
snow drifts until five or six inches 
had been worn off the boilerplate 
that Cooper had turned into the ac- 
tual blade of the plow. He also put 
together the first catts used for col-

ed a hole in a large bowling ball. 
A cable could be attached to the 
stump from which hung a pin that 
could be inserted in the, bowling 
ball and he) by a spring attach- 
ment. The veteran could then swing 
the bowling ball, and let go of it 
at the strategic time—actually bow!l- 
ing with the stump of his leg, A 
bowling alley was set up. The 
scheme was eminently successful. 

During the last war, George Coop- 
er constructed a recording device 
for R.C.A.F. Link Trainers. He also 
rigged up a swing which the air 
force used as an air test for recruits. 
The swing was operated by hand 
until Cooper powered it with elec- 
tricity. 

The twenty electric clocks that 
were a product of Cooper's talent 
were put together from bits and 


pleces. Only the dials and the hands * 


were bought, The clocks were dis- 
tributed here and there in the Uni- 
versity There was a master clock 
and a big drum punched with 900 
holes. Pins passed over the drum 
and settled in certain holes at cer- 
tain times which rang bells in dif- 
ferent buildings. It was quite an 
operation. “Taking them all round, 
the clocks did pretty well,” said 
Cooper modestly. 

The Cooper workshop was filled 
with machines he had set up him- 
self—machine and wood lathes, @ 
milling machine, a planet, a band 
saw, and drill presses. All this ma- 
chinery was*taken over by Jack 
Clark, who succeeded Cooper last 
June. 

During the thirty years he worked 
for the Department of Psychology, 
George-Cooper became mildly inter- 
ested in the subject which was the 
basis of his labours, “I used to read 
certain books on psychology, but 
sometimes I don’t think I learned a 
great deal,” he commented, He made 
rat mazes and perimeters and most 
of the gadgets that fill the psy- 
chology laboratory in the Econo- 
mics Building on Bloor Street. In 
recognition of his work, the Depart- 
ment of Psychology presented him 
with a fine engraved gold watch 
when he retired. George Cooper 
hati a true sense of humour. “It 
would spurt out of bimall at once,” 
a friend says. He was easy-going, 
people liked him, but he minded his 
own business. He lived a regulated 
but busy life. He liked going on 
motor tours with his wife Che 
Cooper's only son is a paymaster

Music was a dominant force in 
George Codper'etife At 14 he 
played a bass horn in @ band. He 
played various instruments im boys” 
bande and later in regimental bands, 
“1 can’t claim any brilliance about 
my playing,” he said; “but I man- . 
aged to get away with it.” He also 
enjoyed singing. He sang in the Na- 
tional Chorus and was a charter 
member of the Canadian National 
Exhibition Chdrus. “I> don't know 
how many church choirs I've been 
in,” he remarked. 


His work made him a philosopher. 
From time to time people would 
ask him to make gadgets that he 
knew wouldn't work. Nevertheless 
he would follow the ideas of the 
man who gave him the job. But he 
would come home to his wife and 
remark that he had been “planting 
the cabbage upside down, and if it 
doesn’t grow, well all right.” 


George Cooper's mechanical abil- 
ity was evident when he was young. 
He made himself an ice boat and 
a pair of speed skates. The speed 
skates were 16 inches long, and 
deadly. They were designed along 
new lines, and he won everything in 
sight with them, There used to be 
some hot disputes by speed skating 
committees as to whether George 
Cooper should be allowed to use his 
dangerous new skates. But he not 
only wor the argument, most of 
the time, but also the race. 

In October 1949, a heart condition 
from whieh George Cooper had been 
suffering grew worse and he was 
taken to hospital, On October 18th 
he passed away.

Programme for Trade Recovery 
Calls for Exchange Stabilizer 


Canada’s reputation, achievement and strength offset 
anxieties caused by world conditions—develcepment 
of resources, increased population 
and foreign trade needed 


A five-point programme for world 
recovery was a feature of James 
Muir’s Presidential address, at the 
Annual Meeting of shareholders of 
The Roya? Bank of Canada. Mr. 
Muir also stressed Canada’s econo- 
mic development and her continuing 
role in world economy. 

Reviewing international currency 
experience during the 19th and-20th 
centuries, Mr. Muir referred to the 
stability of sterling before 1914, 
“Several important factors contri- 
buted to’the enduring dependability 
of the sterling standard. First, 
debtor nations accepted exchange 
parities which they were able to 
maintain through relatively small 
adjustments of prices and money 
incomes, Second, debtors were will- 
ing io accept the discipline Of the 
gold standard and to acquiesce, 
under the rule. of that standard, in 
the price and income adjustments 
which their trading position re- 
quired, And third, the world’s cre- 
ditor, Great Britain, made additional 
sterling available through the vigor- 
ous international lending of her 
financial and business community 
and the free trade policy of her 
govern:vent. 

COMBINE PAST, PRESENT 

“Tn meeting any emergency we 
must combine the lessons of the past 
with inventiveness and imagination 
in the present. In the past, as in any 
relatively normal period, responsi- 

bility for international economic 
stability was divided between the 
ereditor and debtor countries of the 
world, But, in the period immedi- 
ately following the second world 
war the primary responsibility lay 
with the creditors; and in meeting 
this responsibility, the | United 
States and Canada embarked on an 
unprecedented program of loans and 
gifts to the war-torn countries of 
Europe . ‘ 

“The nations of Europe, through 
their own efforts and with the help 
of loans and gifts from abroad, 
have built up their production to 
the pre-war. stand:rd.

But we 
need also to restore as nearly as 
we can the ‘favorable economic 
environment that made gnternational 
stability possible in the golden age 
of the sterling standard .. .” 
THE CANADIAN ECONOMY 

Mr. Muir discussed the Canadian 
economy in 1949 under four main 
heads: “(1) Canada’s reputation, (2) 
Canada’s record, (3) Canada’s weak- 
ness, and (4) Canada’s strength. 
(1) Canada’s Reputation. Mr. Muir 
pointed out that among foreign 
observers “Canada is at once the 
bulwark of free enterprise, and a 
model of wisdom of government 
regulation; the possessor of an 
admirable private banking system 
and f the best practice in efficient 
Central Bank control: the strong- 
hold of a sound conservative tradi- 
tion and the home of interesting 
experiments in political and econ- 
omic order.” 

“We don't have to be too modest, 
at least among ourselves. We can 
spare ourselves an infe.iority com- 
plex and the abnormal national 
*hehavior to which it may give rise. 
As a nation, we have accomplished 
much; not all of it is good, but 
the power for good is there; and 
in 1949, as in previous years, Our 
good repute i, in larwe measure, 
supported by our record,” 

(2) Canada’s Record. Mr. Muig 

briefly summarized Canadian busi- 

ness conditions in 1949, The year 
aaw “a further increase in Canada’s 
industrial plant and. equipinent, the 
maintenance of the high levels of 

‘consumption attained in 1948, and

PRESIDENT ADVOCATES 
FIVE STEPS TOWARD

Devaluation hag at least broken 
the log jam; but we must 
take immediate ad antage of this 
initial break in the barriers to 
trade which have been thrown 
up by overvalued exchange rates 
nd rigidly held in place by 
government controls. 

The steps, in my opinion,: are 
as follows: 

First, nations of the world 
should re-learn a basic lesson of 
the first world war, and. settle 
their war debts... 

Second, for a certain fixed 
period, we should let the market 
determine rates of exchange, as 
it, did-immediately after the first 
world war... 

Third, at the end of this period 
of free-market valuation, we 
should stabilize currencies by 
reference to the rates which the 
free-market has determined .. . 

Fourth, having stabilized “ex- 
change rates at the level decreed 
by the free market, the world 
must adopt some device to keep 
them that way ... The gold 
standard kept nations within® 
their means before the days of 
the great illusion that inter- 
national equilibrium can only be 
achieved by clamping the fetters 
of exchange control upon free 
international trade , . . 

Fifth, the gold standard (or 
its equivalent) must be made to 
work by the prope. discipline not 
only of debtor but of creditor 
nations as well. This means a 
return to the two basic require- 
ments of responsible creditor 
nations: vigorous international 
lending and free trade. 


than our indirect earnings of dollars 
through trade with U.S.-financed 
Europe.” 

Mr. Muir referred to tne danger 
of losing established markets in 
Europe but “the continwed tailure 
of our overseas customers to earn 
sufficient dollars, through trade and 
investment rather. than through 
gifts from the dollar ayea_may force 
us to realign our trade, That Is, we 
may have to contemplate the con- 
traction of “traditional markets in 
Europe offset to some degree by 
increased gales to the dollar area.” 

“The least transferable of our 
major exports overseas are wheat 
and wheat flour.” In this case, he 
pointed out, “shifting is difficult 
owing to large exportable surpluses 
of these products within the United 
States. To finance wheat exports 
through new loans to the Unite 
Kingdom would mean a rciurn t 
our lending policy of 1945-46 and a 
return to our dollar-short position 
of 1947.” 

“The most favorable development 
in our world trade would be an 
increase in our imports from Europe 
and especially from the United 
Kingdom, or increased dollar earn- 
ings by these countries in their 
trade with the United States’ 

“To attempt this shift through 
further curbs on imports from the 
United States would be a move 
backward to more rigid exchange 
controls with all the disadvan- 
tages of such a move for ourselves 
and for the world economy. Por- 
tunately, the recent devaluati ms 
have provided some incentive for 
precisely the shift we have in mind 
without an increase in controls ee 

“The plain truth is that Canada’s 


domestic prosperity depends upon 
our handling of complicated 
foreign-trade problem. And in the 


final analysis both our domestic 
prosperity and the future of wor'd 
trade itself will depend upon. @ 
con erted international effort by 
all nations to return along the path 
we outlined earlier; that is, along 
the path to multilateral world trade 
unhampered by exchange rcatric- 


lrions, bilateral pacts, and all the pata- 


phernalia of government control,”
